, Brothers, — The pleasure of meeting you ngitiit in Grand Division, is en 

Lanced by being able to report t lie state of the Order us sound ana hoJthy. — 

You w ill learn from the Ueport of the Grand Scribe, that in the lirst quarter 
of the last half-year, the numerical strength of the order hits increased by about 
CUU, and within the year the increase lias been about 210o members. 

I regret that our fuianeiul condition is not so promising us it has been 
at any time for some years past. The heavy expenses incident to an uctivo, 
and I trust useful administration of the Executive ull'airs of the Order, have con- 
sumed uearly our whole revenue. It may, perhaps, he well to inquire if it 
would not he wise to increase the Capitation Tax to such au extent as would 
p' o larger means at the disposal of the Executive Oilicers of the Institution. 

1 uni persuaded ihut the success of the order in thu lust twelve months 
n .'.y be attributed in a largo measure to the introduction of the social feature 
in uur work. 

Several complaints huve reached me through my deputies and other officers 
of the Institution, in relutiou to the restrictions which seem to exist in subor- 
dinate Divisions, in regulating tile amount of dues payable bv members. I re- 
commend au uurucst enquiry into tho propriety of placing the subject of dues 
more entirely within the control of Divisions. 

The success which has attended the labors of the Sons of Temperance up 
to this time promises that with an equal industry, energy, self-denial and devo- 
tion to our principles, we shall dually succeed in our great and arduous under- 
taking. In when the order of the Sons of Temperance was introduced 
into this country, there were not perhaps one hundred men in Canada who had 
conceived the idea, or who would have listened with patience to the suggestion 
of a “Maine Law.’’ In 1854, lire short years, ami some 8O,0UU of our adult 
population testified their conviction, not only of the feasibility, but of the ne- 
cessity of such a law ; and ttiis class of the coin m unity are daily on the increase. 

Great reforms yielding great blessings are not appreciated and measured 
so much by their real intrinsic worth, its by the labor and puins and disappoint- 
ments which have attended their promotion ; we may therefore gather encour- 
agement and hopo for the future, from tho very circumstances which now damp 
our ardour, and discourage our efforts. Apart from this consideration, how- 
ever, we must not forget our duty to ourselves, to society, to our country and 
to our God; having been persuaded that our cause is just, and our principles 
sound, we must persevere amid all difficulties and discouragements, until our 
great end is fully and satisfactorily accomplished. No doubt, many have been 
discouraged, and have believed that the reward sought was inferior to the la- 
bour of acquiring it. This is natural, and was to be expected, but the more 
energetic and courageous will continue the war, remembering that the greater 1 

* the labor the greater the reward. Refer to the great who have suffered and 
even died in the cause of humanity in times past, and imitate and emulate their 
glorious example. Lot us not forget the past in the immediate department of 
our labors, filled with so mueh misery and norror — compare it with the present, 
and behold liow much has been done ; and although, alas 1 too much misery- 
remains to make the pietu e of the present tolerable to look upon, yet as com- 
pared with the past, who shall say that no reward lias passed into the sympa- 
thizing heart of the laborer. On these considerations let us build a hope of a 
glorious future. 

The time has now arrived when wo must again prepare for the contest in 
the Legislature. I trust that greater industry and energy will he employed

Officers and Representatives, — The following statement of the principal 
transactions in this Oliice, since the last regular Session of the Grund Division, 
is respectfully presented ns my second Annual Report. 

Immediately after the adjournment of the .May Session, a Synopsis of its 
Important transactions ware li.rwnrdod ns usual, and the G. D. proceedings 
were prepared for the press, printed and distributed within one month. 

A Circular explanatory or the manner m which subscriptions were solici- 
ted in aid of the C. I'. L. L. League was distributed to the various Subordinate 
Divisions, which mode of Assessment did not meet the approval of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the League, and that body respectfully submitted to the G. 
D., that the following plan would better meet the obj'ect desired, viz. : — “ That 
the subscriptions be Annual, uud continue for five years.” The Secretary of 
the League favored this oflice with a copy of said resolution, which will be 
submitted to this G. D. 

A Circular was also prepared, and lOUO distributed without delay to sev- 
eral Ministers of Religion, to all Religious Conferences, Synods, and Congre- 
gational Unions, to the Subordinate divisions under this jurisdiction, and of 
5. D., Canada East, to Lodges of G. Templars, and to all known Temperance 
organizations in Canada, inviting them to appear by Delegate, or otherwise, 
at the Provincial Contention now about to be held in this city. Subsequently 
a response to the call issued by this G. I)., has been advertised in several lead- 
ing newspapers, signed by the heads of Temperance Organizations, which an- 
nouncement and respectful invitation was deemed desirable; and we trust that 
the deliberations of this Convocation may prove siguully successful, and that 
thereby new zeal, and unlightened eutlmsiain may pervade all the departments 
of our Order. 

In respect to the intlueuee of the Order upon community, we are able to 
report, that it maintains its impulsive power ; and judging from the large access 
sion to our rauks of new members of u superior class, that its influence is evi- 
dently widening ami deepening. 1 urn constrained, however, to statu that pro- 
bably the average attendance of members at our weekly meetings does not 
exceeed one-third. 
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There in, however, itn obvious improvement amongst those Divisions 
which have admitted Female Visitors, uml which have introduced and adopted 
the Degrees. 

The By-Law* for the guidance of Degree Divisions have been compiled 
and supplied to Degree Divisions; hut us our wants become better known, 
other law* will be required. To secure ns much uniformity as may be practic- 
able, nmougst other additions the following uru respectfully suggested, vis.: 

That the time of meeting he after the Sessions of the Subordinate Divisions, 
und (hat one evening he designated for the First Degree, the next Regular 
Meeting for the Second, and the next for the Third, or as the Degree Division 
may determine ; also when the Terms commence and expire seml-ntuiual or 
annual, ut which the Degree Oiliccrs should he elected. 

lu accordance with instructions of the (hand Division, I have compiled a 
digest of the Laws of the Order, comprising Constitution of the National, Grand 
and Subordinate Divisions, Revised Hides, By-Laws, und HuIcm of Order of 0. 

’V . as amended Resolution*, Forms uud Decisions, and u complete digest of 
the Proceedings of the National uud Grand Division from their commencement 
to the present time ; from these authentic sources I have with much trouble 
and labor prepared in alphabetical order, n complete Manual und Book of Re- 
ference of the Laws and Usuflges of (lie Order.

The Committee to whom was referred the Report of tho Q. W. P. beg 
leave to present the following Report : — 

Your Committee rejoice to learn from the brief but comprehensive report of 
the G. W. P., that the state of the Order is sound and healthy, and that the 
numerical strength during the year has been about 2400 members, whieh they 
consider a cause of devout thankfulness to Almighty God, whose blessing is 
so essential to the sucoess of the great objects contemplated by our Order. 

Your Committee regret that, the financial condition of the Order is not in so 
promising a condition as could be desired, but think that extreme caution is 
necessary in following out the suggestion of the G. W. P. to increase the cap- 
itation tax j still they think it worthy of consideration how far it can be done 
with propriety, so as to augment tne funds requisite to meet all neeessary 
demands. 

To moet the complaints referred to by the G. W. P. in relation to the re- 
strictions which seem to exist in subordinate Divisions in regulating the 
amount of dues payable by members, your committee think it would bo advis- 
able to place the matter of dues more entirely within the control of Divisions. 

Your Committee congratulate the G. D. o n the success which has heretofore 
attended their efforts in the agitation of a Prohibitory Liquor Law for Canada : 
and they earnestly recommend that the members of our noble Order should 
cheerfully co-operate with the members of the Canadian Liquor Law League, 
and all other friends of the great measure, to secure its adoption by our Legis- 
lature. 

Your Committee conceive, that from the position and influence of the Order 
in this growing Province, all its members are specially required at the present 
time to evince renewed energy and zeal in prosecuting the objects of this im- 
portant organization. As the G. W. P. justly remarks — “ Having been per- 
suaded that our cause is just, and our principles sound, we must persevere 
amid all difficulties and discouragements until our great end is fully and satis- 
factorily accomplished.” 

Your Committee consider that the suggestions to prepare and circulate Pe- 
titions to our Parliament to secure a Legislative enactment somewhat similar 
to the Maine Law, should receive a hearty response j and they sincerely hope 
that tho Sons of Temperance will do their part in rousing the country to vig- 
orous exertion in this respect. 

Your Committee most respectfully suggest to the Sons of Temperance gen- 
erally, the desirableness of their sustaiuing the efforts of the Press, in connex- 
ion with other agencies, that the country at large may be imbued with correct 
principles in relation tv tho temperance enterprize. 

Your Committee cannot elose this brief report without congratulating the 
Grand Division on the choice of their chief officer, and upon the manner in 
which he has performed the arduous and responsible duties devolving upon him.
